The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the method of 
encapsulating a sensitive material comprising plating a sensitive material onto a solid 
carrier, in an inert atmosphere, to form a plated material and subsequently 
encapsulating the plated material by spraying a melted encapsulant onto the plated 
material. Further, no prior art has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly 
suggests the method of encapsulating a sensitive material comprising introducing a 
sensitive material into an encapsulation vessel, wherein the atmosphere in the 
encapsulation vessel is inert to the sensitive material, and subsequently encapsulating 
the plated material by spraying a melted encapsulant onto the sensitive material. Since 
there are no other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or enablement of the 
claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
